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CUBBING 





There is a fascination about cubbing that makes some people say 
it is the best fun of the season. It has a freshness as the young 
hounds take their places in the pack and familiar coverts are tried 
anew that furnishes a zest which later, formal meets do not contain. 
The whole game is etched in one’s mind with such bold strokes, one 
cannot put a finger on a single item and say this is what cubbing 
means toyme any more than one can say the particular Fall foliage 
in one sector is better than any other for just at that moment an- 
other vista, hillside or single, gigantic oak clothed in scarlet, yellow 
and green appears to change all one’s foregone conclusions. 

Cubbing in an early morning in the Fall of the year is an excit- 
ingly brilliant occasion. It is almost as if Nature had decked herself 
in all her radiant hues in honor of those millions upon millions of 
tiny singers of summer songs who have so gallantly played their 
tunes and are so soon to be heard no more. At times in the late 
noon of a Fall day there is a stillness almost of death that falls upon 
the countryside, a prelude to winter’s twilight sleep but in the early 
morning there is a busy chatter that gradually grows into an uproar 
of country sounds that is good to hear. 

Those who go cubbing plunge into this activity and become 
emersed in it, like a swimmer in a bright sea for cubbing adds this 
glamor to itself much as a young debutante will deck herself for her 
first party with stolen bits of finery from her mother’s wardrobe. 
It is this same mixture of the old and new that has much to do with 
the charm of cubbing. Take the same hour in the dead of winter 
and it has a fascination,too , but nowhere near the grandeur of meet- 
ing hounds in the first hours of an early October dawn. 

A horse clip clops along with a steady cadence in the sgmi-dark- 
ness that beats a rythmic tune into one’s heart. Into this wordless 
vacuum the early morning sounds drop one by one, like splashes of 
water into a glass. The meadowlark’s morning song rises from the 
dank weeds in the field, a crow caws overhead while from the 
bushes along the lane a sparrow flits and chirps. Over against the 
hill, a farmer calls his cows for milking and a dog’s shrill bark beats 
a staccato sound into the slowly emerging world of men and things 
to build up in the rider’s heart a steady symphony which in other 
times of the day pass unheeded or are not heard at all. 

At the cross roads other horsemen, beforehand, loom out of the 
mist sitting quietly in the first light. At length the crack of a whip 
and the huntsman’s voice bidding a wayward hound back into the 
pack give notice to the watchers on the road that the day has in truth 
begun. This does not mean a long, hard run and those who are pre- 
pared to set sail across a country for a good 40 minutes should prop- 
erly go home disappointed. These are school days and the hounds 
are undergraduates yet, here to learn from the huntsman’s book what 
tricks Reynard will have in store in future, sterner trials. 

Perhaps this is the fun of cubbing, the still, untried elasticity of 
youth, matching its wits against what the day will bring. Those who 
take part should come to listen, not to play a part and if they do just 
listen, they, too, will learn. Learn more of the cry of hounds, more 
of the way hounds hunt their fox, more of the wiles of a fox until a 
new contentment comes up out of the mist to steal into their 
hearts. It will leave a picture there, painted in deep bold strokes of 
russet and brown, never to be forgotten and as bright as the first 
rays of the sun that flings its lengths across the early morning sky, 
a picture that is hunting.

More About Mystery

the following anecdote might be of 
interest to Miss Crisp, among others. 

Mystery, then known as Gray Fox, 


was bred on my farm. Her dam 
Dorothy N. was a cobby, Arabian 
type hunter given to me_ by Miss 


Dorothy Neyhart M. F. H., of Fram- 
ingham, Mass. Her sire, Oceanic, 
winner of the Washington Handicap, 
by The Finn out of Veuve Clicquot, 
was bred by the late John S. Madden 
and raced by Mr. S. D. Riddle. 

When the filly was three, we de- 
cided to make her a polo pony. She 
was given the usual training and in 
the early fall was played in a few 
members’ games. 

It became apparent that she didn't 
have the foot for a really high class 
pony, but every time she jumped 
the side boards, she soared like a 
Grand National prospect. 

After a game in September at the 
Upperville Field, Mystery was van- 
ned back to Warrenton, while the 
writer dropped over to Mrs. M. E. 
Whitney’s Llangollen Farm for tea 
with a few of her California friends. 

This tea promised to be a long 
drawn-out affair, so _ instructions 
were telephoned to Warrenton to 
have Mystery sent to the cub hunt- 
ing meet at Alanthus in Culpeper 
County. 

Everything worked well—the tea 
lasted until time to go hunting. 

Arriving at the meet, I asked my 
groom, Bobby Gregg, to follow the 
hunt in my car. He had _ never 
driven. Mystery had never’ been 
hunted. They started at level weights 
and both finished right side up. 

It was during this hunt that Kath 
Toerge, with her keen eye for a 
horse and a way through or over a 
hunting country discovered Mystery.

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Degree Not Principle 


Dear Sir: 

In her recent letter to you Mrs. 
John Cooke did a fine job in en- 
lightening confused minds relative 
to dressage and haute ecole. As she 
quite correctly pointed out, the dif- 
ference is one of degree only, not 
of principle. 

I cannot agree with Mrs. Cooke, 
however, that the fundamental rea- 
son for teaching the horse to two- 
track is to enable the rider to open 
and close gates with a minimum of 
effort. Really, the reason lies deep- 
er. 

Let us clarify the term ‘‘two- 
tracking’ and see what happens 
when a horse moves in that manner. 
There are three different positions, 
which the horse can assume legiti- 
mately when he is moving forward 
on two tracks. These three positions 
are: the Shoulder-In, the Travers, 
and the Renvers. The Travers and 
the Renvers are developed out of 
the Shoulder-In, which is the fun- 
damental and basic position for any 
form of two tracking; as a matter oi 
fact, it is more than that, it is a 
basic exercise preceeding advanced 
training, by which I mean a deeper 
engagement of the haunches. 

In the Shoulder-In _ position the 
horse is put at a slight angle to the 
direction in which he is moving. 
thus ‘compelling him to step with 
his inner laterals over and past the 
outer laterals. In order to do that 








fluently and rhythmically Withoy 
hitting its own legs, the horse man 
have impulsion and bring the insid 
hindleg far forward and under hie 
center of gravity. It is this part of 
the exercise, the stepping under 
rather than the stepping sideways 
which is the heart of the thing, ang 
which makes the Shoulder-In sq use- 
ful preparatory to more severe bend. 
ing exercise. It is a definite link jp 
the chain of dressage exercises, and 
a very good one too. That through 
it thé rider becomes enabled to ap- 
proach and open gates more easily 
is, of course, true and commendable 
it is, however, only a consequence 
and not a reason. 

In the Travers position, the horse 
is again put at an angle to the dir. 
ection of motion. In addition to tiat 
he is laterally flexed in the direc. 
tion in which he moves. The whole 
horse from neck through spine to 
tail must assume an even, slight cur. 
vature. Whereas the Shoulder-In ¢ay 
be executed only in a trot or walk 
the Travers can also be performeg 
in a collected gallop. It is a difficy} 
torm of two-tracking to do properly, 
requiring great skill of the rider 
and a thorough mastery by the horse 
of the more elementary Shoulder-Ip. 

The Renvers is in principle the 
same thing as the Travers, the dif. 
ference being only in the direction, 
which the horse is given. In a closed 
riding hall, the horse is said to go 
in a travers position when his head 
is near the wall. It is in a Renyers 
position when his front end is to 
ward the inside of the arena. When 
no reference line is given, Renvers 
and Travers become one and the 
same thing. 

The great French master Fran- 
cois Robichon de la Gueriniere, rid- 
ing master at the court of King 
Louis XV of France, was the firsi 
to recognize the value of the Should- 
er-In exercise. He laid down his 
thoughts and experiences in the 
great book L’Ecole de _ Cavalry, 
which appeared in 1733 and became 
the standard work followed to this 
day by nearly all the great riding 
and cavalry schools of the European 
Continent. It contains in clear lan 
guage and unadulterated the prin- 
ciples, which are known today as 
the classical dressage.

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Final Remarks On Hunter Breeding 








Shift From Breeding Hunters To Racehorses 
Caused By Top Prices For Racing Prospects 
Deciding Factor In Developing Hunter Type 





Hark Forrard 


With this issue we bring to an 
end our. series on the breeding of 
hunters and steeplechasers. We have 
seen that there is no true breed of 
hunters nor any generally accepted 
method of breeding them. We have 
considered in detail the attempt in 
different countries to establish such 
a breed. We have studied the vari- 
ous systems of cross breeding to 
produce hunters. Finally we have 
set forth the assets and liabilities of 
the Thoroughbred, which is by far 
the closest to being a breed of hunt- 
ers, and have suggested how, by 
selecting certain Thoroughbred 
strains, a true breed of hunters and 
steeplechasers might be’created. 

There remains only to’ consider 
what is the most practical solution 
of the hunter breeder’s problem in 
the year 1948. The creation of a 
breed of Thoroughbred hunters is 
undoubtedly the ideal solution, but 
it calls for an expenditure of time 
and money which is beyond the 
small breeder who wants to know 
what to do with his mare next breed- 
ing season. 

The answers to these questions 
are, unfortunately, largely negative. 
From the dollars and cents point of 
view the fact is inescapable that, at 
least in the east where land, labor 
and feed are high, the care necessary 
to grow a good hunter prospect can 
be more profitably spent in growing 
a racing prospect. Yearling huntei 
prospects seldom bring more than 
$1,000. On the other hand a sound, 
well-made Thoroughbred yearling, 
even with modest racing credentials, 
will, at the present time, bring from 
$1500 to $4000. 

Of course it may be objected that 
the cost of racing broodmares and 
«stud fees (as compared with the cost 
of hunter broodmares and stud fees) 
more than offsets the additional 
Price of racing prospects. At the 
present time this is not the case, 
however. We see constantly sold at 
the yearling auctions, colts whose 
dams have recently been sold for 
less money than is brought by tne 
colts themselves. ° 

Should eastern hunter breeders 
turn to breeding race horses? Before 
answering we may note that this is 


exactly what they are doing. The 
Genessee Valley is turning from 
hunters to race horses. So is Mary- 
land and, although to a somewhat 
lesser extent, so is Pennsylvania. 
Virginia is still the hunter center of 
the country with a large proportion 
of the dealerS show stables and show 
prospects. The Virginia hunter re- 
tains his title, however, becatfse of 
the exceptionally favorable  condi- 
tions which exist in that state ¥or 
making and schooling hunters. The 
Virginia-bred hunter, that is the 
horse })red in Virginia for hunting 
alone, has become a pretty scarce 
article. Most Virginians are now 
breeding racehorses. 

Is this shift from hunters to race- 
horses on the part of eastern hunt- 
er breeders a wise one? Certainly it 
is in accord with present economic 
conditions. On the other hand horse 
breeding is necessarily a long range 
operation. It takes time to raise a 
horse and the investment is such 
that one can't get in and out ina 
hurry. 

What is going to happen when we 
hit an economic depression and bet- 
ting falls off at the major. race 
tracks? It is betting which deter- 
mines the amount of the purses and, 
consequently, the price of  race- 
horses. Unquestionably the people 
who have top horses will do all right 


and will be able to weather the 
storm. The breeders of cheap race 
horses will undoubtedly eel the 


pinch, however,—and plenty. 

What will they do then? One argu- 
ment often heard in favor of breed- 
ing cheap racehorses is the old 
“double chance’ theory, “if I don’t 
get a race horse, at least I’ll get a 
hunter’. However, the breeder of 
this type of stock also has a double 
chance of getting neither a race 
horse nor a hunter. A lot of them 
have ended up just that way, too. 

Most ex-hunter breeders do not 
have the financial resources to pur- 
chase top class racing stock and 
have to content themselves’ with 
animals of more modest credentials. 
When, as and if they sell their hunt- 
er stock let them buy the best pedi- 
grees and racing records they can 
afford. On the other hand don’t let 
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them forget conformation in the 
mares they buy or the stallions they 
breed to. Don’t let them buy mares 
with bad legs. plain heads and no 
middie piece, even though they could 
run six furlongs in 1:11. 


If our hunter breeders will select 
their racing stock with the same con- 
formation and temperament they 
demand in their hunter stock, they 
will be in much better shape to 
weather future depressions. When 
those times come they will, in real- 
ity, have a double chance, in that 
their colts, or a reasonable propor- 
tion of them. will make good hunt- 
ers. 

This policy will also pay off in 
the immediate future. The men who 
buy the cheaper class of race horses 
are not looking for winners of the 
Derby. What they want is a sound 
horse with a good constitution that 
can race once a week throughout the 
season. As long as he has a reason- 
able turn of speed nothing else is 
demanded. The ex-hunter breede: 
who produces race horses with the 
soundness and even tempers of the 
horses he has given up, will do all 
right as a race horse breeder. 


If all our hunter breeders breed 
race horses how are we to get our 
hunters? The answer is just the way 
we are getting them now, as a by- 
product of other breeding operations. 
From among the better than 6000 
Thoroughbred foals a year being re- 
gistered by the Jockey Club, we 
should be able to pick a pretty good 
number which turned out to be 
hunters instead of race horse, even 
though that number is a small per- 
centage of the whole. 


An even 
horses is 


larger number of light 
raised each year on the 
western ranges for working. cattle 
and sheep... The majority of these 
horses never attain the size demand- 
ed in the hunting field. On the other 
hand an increasing number of ranch- 
ers are using stock of hunter type 
and are giving them more feed. 
Eastern dealers are buying more 
and more hunters from the west and 
there is every indication that this 
movement is growing. There is no 
doubt that the competition of west- 
ern hunter prospects raised in quan- 
tity, on cheap land and as a by-pro-

duct of the cattle industry will be 
increasingly difficult for eastern 
hunter breeders to meet. All in all 
it is probably just as well that the 
latter are now shifting to race- 
horses. 


It is quite possible that the above 
paragraphs may provoke a letter to 
the Editor reading something like 
this: 

Dear Sir: What kind of a merry- 
go-round is this, anyway? For over 
a year you've been feeding us thou- 
sands of words about hunter breed- 
ing. Now you tell us that we ought 
not to breed hunters at all. Are we 
to understand that what we've been 
reading is just so much tripe?” 

Well, not exactly. This last in- 
stallment presents some economic 
difficulties in the way of the would- 
be hunter breeder. On the other hand 
the majority of hunting men don’t 
take to breeding for economic rea- 
sons. They do so because they know 
there is nothing quite like the thrill 
that comes at the end of a_ great 
hunt in which you have been car- 
ried brilliantly by a horse you have 
bred, broken and schooled yourself. 
We hope that the series which we 
now conclude may be helpful to all 
such sportsmen, that it may save 
them some mistakes and help them 
towards success. 

For the professional breeder we 
trust that there is also material of 
value, particularly for the breeder 
of the cheaper class of race horses 
and for the breeder of stock horses. 
Anyway it was fun to write. We 
hope it was fun to réad as well.

Goldens Bridge Opens Its 1947 Season 


Over 100 Meet MFH Parish At North 
Salem, N. Y. When Hounds Account For 
Season’s First Fox After 56 Minutes

Saturday, October 4th: 

his was the big day—the Open- 
ing Meet of the season for Goldens 
Bridge Hounds at North Salem near 
Brewster, N. Y. Our first formal 
hunt was never more brilliant, more 
convivial Reynard never ran his 
race nor met his match before a 
10re ardent pack. The early morn- 
ng fog and mist failed signally to 
dampen the spirits of our largest 
field on record—over 100 keen rid- 
ers. The last stock had been pinned 
neatly to place in formal hunting 
attire,-the last glove drawn to hand 
by dawn, in preparation for the 8 
o'clock start from Rock Ridge Farm. 

Cheered on by a goodly throng, 
we moved off, crossed road and drew 
through Battery Farm, where we 
found old trails every place. We 
worked north over Charles Wallace's 
and John Meldrum’s farms, where 
we continued to pick up old lines 
but we could not get one running. 
As we neared Hardscrabble Road a 
deer darted out in front of pack 
We lifted the pack and crossed the 
concrete road, picking up a good 
line on the Lobdell property and 
jumped our fox hot on upper end of 
Rock Ridge Farm. After circling 
over Mr. Nichols’ and Meadow Lane 
farms, they crossed Peach Lake 
Road, raced over Bloomerside golf 
course and over Ryder Farm and 
after 50 minutes’ chase pulled their 
fox down. The mask was presented 
to Richard I. Robinson. M. F. H. of 
Fairfield-Westchester Hounds, and 
the brush was given to Mrs. Raymond 
Burr, the former Miss Shirley Wil- 
liams, of Fairfield County Hounds. 
Pads were given to Miss Betty 
Haight and Master Anthony Ryan, 
of Goldens Bridge Hounds, and 2 
young members of Fairfield County 
Hounds. 

The weather had cleared, the sun 
showed country foliage wearing new 
golds and russets in our honor. We 
picked up another line on Von Gal 
Swamp. As it was getting warm, 
this run was slow and the fox con- 
fined his running to this large 
swamp. We finally called off and re- 
turned to the meeting point where 
the very delightful hunt breakfast 
awaited riders, farmers and specta- 
tors several hundred strong. 

The field counted four noted Mas- 





ters of Fox Hounds—our own R. L. 
Parish, enjoying his 8th season as 
M. F. H. of Goldens Bridge Hounds, 
Chester J. LaRoche and Albertus 
Moore, Joint-Masters of Fairfield 
County Hounds, with 22 in their 
group, and Richard I. Robinson, of 
Fairfield-Westchester Hounds, who 
brought his son Peter, Miss Diana 
Bolling, John Howland and others. 
Goldens Bridge Hounds members in- 
cluded Daniel M. McKeon and Wil- 
liam Ewing, Field Masters, Carlo 
M. Paterno and Richard L. Parish, 
Jr., Whippers-In, Mrs. R. L. Parish,

The Toronto and North York 
Hunt held its opening afternoon 
eet at Eaton Hall on Saturday 
xfternoon, September 27th at two 
p’elock. The Hall, built of stone with 
ed tile roof, after the architecture 
. a French Chateau, and situated 
= rising ground above a small but 
peautiful lake, has much old world 
atmosphere. 

a field of forty followed the 
Joint Masters, Lady Eaton and 
frank Proctor, to the large covert 
on the southwest boundary where 
hounds were thrown in and imme- 
diately went away westward on a 
hot scent across fences and panels 
jividing pasture, plow, and wood- 
jand to the Fourth Concession, King 
Township, where a long line of fol- 
lowing cars turned the fox back 
into the wood where he was lost. 

King Township, largely one hun- 
dred and two hundred acre farms oi 
dairy and beef cattle, is rather 
heavily wired. However, by inten- 
sive panelling there are few fields 
that are not accessible, and a brief 
description of our post-war economs 
“chicken coop’’ type of panel may 
be of interest. This panél was intro 
duced by our President, Major Clif- 
tord Siffon, who has used it success- 
fully for many years at his Brock- 
yille estate on the St. Lawrence 
River. A panel is constructed of two 
eight foot cedar posts on which are 
spiked crosswise twelve inches 
apart, four twelve foot cedar poles. 
A panel is laid on either side of the 
wire fence with the posts sunk into 
the ground six to twelve inches, 
and a bottom spread of four to five 
feet, depending on the height of the 
wire, AS a safeguard wings are pro- 
vided by fastening a pole or rail 
along the top wire of the panels im- 
mediately adjoining. These wings 
proved useful on separate occasions 
last year when our Honorary Whips, 
Bob Elder and Harold Woolnough, 
had the interesting experience of 
their green Thoroughbreds prefer- 
ting the wings to the panel; one 
might call it unpremeditated stunt- 
ing. 

There was some question at first 
as to whether a refusing horse might 
put a leg between the parallel poles. 
This in fact has never happened. 
These rough looking panels are a 
target for refusals by green hunters, 
but it’s all or nothing, as the en- 
forced proper take-off and rugged 
appearance make for clean jumping. 
Lord Knutsford, M. F. H., who hunt- 
ed with us last November when 
judging at the Royal Winter Fair, 
was particularly interested in 
“these stepladders’”’ and in seeing 
the entire field jump them. These 
panels really do also make conven- 
ient stepladders when skiing in win- 
ter months, as one’s skis are just a 
bit shorter than the parallel poles. 

To return to the Hunt—another 
fox was viewed by the forward sec- 
tion of the Hunt, while the Hunts- 
man was taking his hounds out of 
the large wood. The ‘‘View Halloa”’ 
Was given, and while Reynard had 
obtained too long a lead to his ob- 
jective, it did give the field another 
hot run behind hounds in full cry. 

Our Huntsman, Bill Woodward, 
then moved his hounds north to 
Eaton Hall Farm, and to the delight 
of some two hundred tea guests and 
car followers, carried the hounds, 
followed by the entire field, over 
that part of the old Prince of Wales 
teeplechase course that is in full 
Wew of the Hall. 

As usual at an opening Meet 
there were a number of newcomers 
ho previously had devoted them- 
Selves to showing Hunters ano 
Jumpers, Their obvious enjoyment 
i

Working Division To Miss Diana

Editor’s Note: The highly success- 
ful and impressive North Shore Show 
is published at this late date for the 
record. The article has been lost in 
the mail and recovered after u 
month. Aunty Climax’ remarks how- 
ever, do justice to an excellent seri- 
es of performances from some top 
quality horses. 


September 11, 12, and 13 proved 
to be blistering hot but, beautiful 
days for the North Shore Horse 
Show at Stoney Brook, Long Island. 
As always the grounds were imma- 
culate and everything ran according 
to Hoyle, unusual for a horse show. 

Mr. and Mrs. Joseph A. Hale’s 
*Golden Hill was undoubtably the 
most outstanding horse there. He 
won all but one class in the confor- 
mation hunter division with his im- 
peccable manners, faultless jump- 
ing and his steady pace. Among his 
victories was the Henry H. Dickson 
Memorial Challenge Trophy. *Golden 
Hill having won it last year, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Hale’s True Mark hav- 
ing won it in 1941, the trophy was 
most deservingly retired to one of 
the greatest families in the show 
business. Another up and coming 
horse of the Hale’s is Huntly, win- 
ner of the model, other than Thor- 
oughbred; the green class; and 
fourth in the three day conformation 
hunter stake. 

Safety Call, (well named) owned 
by Mrs. M. E. Whitney went consis- 
tently well throughout the show to 
annex the young hunter tri-color, as 
well as being in the ribbons in most 
of the big conformation hunter class- 
es. About three o’clock Saturday 
afternoon loud screams were heard 
coming from the stable, and low— 
Mrs. Whitney’s Daze appeared with- 
out tack or rider to perform over 
the outside course. For a while, as 
Daze jumped the white gate into the 
ring, we wondered if this wasn’l 
some new trick of Liz’s; but were 
soon told it wasn’t when the owner, 
herself, tore madly after the culprit. 
After quite a struggle the stubborn 
runaway was subdued and returned 
to his stall and Mrs. Whitney breath- 
ed a sigh of relief, not for long, how- 
ever. Shortly afterwards, while 
everyone was intently watching the 
conformation hunter stake, a mass 
oh!— designated that Daze, ridden 
by Dick Kirbey had gone the wrong 
course with a beautiful round; slight 
explosions occurred shortly there- 
after, but quieted down as Freddy 


Wettach mounted Safety Call to turn 
in a faultless round over—the wrong 
course. Need we say more! 

The working hunter division prov- 
ed to be far the toughest. Judges, 
William Henderson, Andrew Mont- 
gomery, and Robert Strawbridge 
were given a real dose of hard work 
in making their decisions. 

Miss Diana, a strong galloping and 
bold fencing mare owned and ridden 
by Mrs. John J. Farrel captured the 
championship by 2 points from Miss 
Elaine Pamela Weins’ Watch Meri- 
tic, a safe, steady going, brown mare. 
Also right up in the ribbons was the 
great old campaigner’ Dalchoolin, 
owned and ridden by Gordon Wright. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Correll certainly gave 
Mr. Wright a grand present when 
she parted with the aged black geld- 
ing. Dennis Moore, a bay gelding 
with plenty of manners, owned by 
the Rosedale Stables also proved to 
be a prominent contender by win- 
ning the ladies working hunters and 
being consistently in the ribbons in 
the other classes. 

The jumper division as usual was 
the most thrilling from the specta- 
tors point of view. A horse show 
couldn’t be called a horse show un- 
less Russell Stewart and his string 
of My Play horses were there. North 
Shore was a success and so was Russ. 
My Play Boy, although tiring a bit 
towards the end of the 3 day ordeal, 
annexed the jumper championship. 
Just a few points behind him was 
Raymond Lutz’s Sheik of Albrurae. 
These two really fought it out jump 
for jump, and at the beginning of the 
stake The Sheik was 1-2 point ahead 
of My Play Boy. After jumping off 
several times The Sheik finally had 
a rub and My Play Boy emerged a 
tired but true winner and champion. 

Right up there with the best was 
Tops’l, by far the crowd’s favorite. 
This big bay gelding of Richard 
Webbs’ can really run and jump, not 
without the help of Ann Morning- 
star though, and her Al Homewood 
cluck. Unfortunately Tops’l came to 
grief the second day while trying to 
jump both the in and the out at the 
same time. Although both fell hard 
and heavy, they appeared undaunted 
the next day, even if a bit worse for 
wear.

Five Hunts Compete At Longmeadow 





Picnic Lunches, Pink Coats, Hounds And 
Horses Mark Sporting Season Opener 
For Foxhunters In Chicago Area

Indian summer and hunting scar- 
let provided a colorful background 
for the Longmeadow Hunter Trials 
on October 5th, for the most spec- 
tacular day in all of the long his- 
tory of these trials. 

Year after year, hunting people 
from all of the Chicago area, gath- 
er at the trial field at Northbrook, 
[ll. Many of them lived on _ the 
North Shore as children, but, to es- 
cape the ever increasing building 
and development, have pushed west- 
ward to other villages with wide 
acres. Newer hunts are flourisheeg 
to the west and south but they all 
gather, annually, at Longmeadow 
for a delightful re-union. Chicago's 
busy whirl engulfs the daily lives 
of commuters who can manage to 
get out frequently for an_ early 
morning run before train time. But 
they all look forward to that Sun- 
day in October, where all are gath- 
ered. Picnic lunches are spread on 
the grass. Horse and hound enthusi- 
asts roam from group to group, dis- 
cussing hounds and horses and love 
and war. It is like a_gigantic home- 
coming. 

This year, five masters of fox- 
hounds competed and the various 
collars of their flocks were plenti- 
ful.

Generally 
speaking, the riding was better than 
ever betore. 

The first two classes of the day 
were open only to members of the 
Longmeadow Hunt.

THE LONG WAY HOME 

Aidan Roark’s Great Aunt Amelia 
knows whereof she speaks when she 
says that the longer the race the 
more truly run it is apt to be. That 
must be the reason why Laurel race 
track has such a high percentage of 
winning favorites, 46 percent, as 
against an average for the country 
of about 35 percent. Laurel often 
ecards five of eight races at a mile 
or over. Track managements prefer 
the sprints because the elements of 
chance, a good start and a bunched 
up field, make for larger betting 
propositions. 


TUDOR MINSTREL RETIRES 

Tudor Minstrel, brown 3-year-old 
middle distance running son _ of 
Owen Tudor—Sansonnet by Sanso- 
vino—Lady Junor by Son-in-Law, 
was retired from racing after win- 
ning the Knights Royal Stakes at 
Ascot. At the same time, word came 
that Fred Darling, conditioner of 
many classic winners, including 
Tudor Minstrel and the two unbeat- 
en colts, The Cobbler and Combat, 
would give up the grind of a train- 
er’s existence and journey to Kenya, 
South Africa. On October 14th he 
saddled his last horse, at least in 
England, The Cobbler, owned by Lt. 
Col. Giles Loder, for the Middle 
Park Stakes at Newmarket. The coit 
went to the post at 8-11 favorite 
and ran like one, winning by a head 
over Miss Dorothy Paget’s Birthday 
Greetings. The Cobbler, also win- 
ner of the Coventry Stakes, will pro- 
bably be a favorite for next year’s 
Derby with the American owned 
Black Tarquin by *Rhodes Scholar 
a likely second choice. 


MAN O'WAR'S LATE ATTENDANT 

Will Harbut, ‘personal attendant 
to the mostest hoss in the world” 
died from a heart attack on Octo- 
ber 3rd. It was a real experience in 
the art of showmanship to “hear” 
him show Man o’War to the mul- 
titudes who came to see the great 
horse. It was always difficult to in- 
spect the horse and at the same 
time listen to Will’s line of chatter 
—you pays your money, and you 
takes your choice. He would say, 
“Mr. Riddles turned down a mil- 
lion dollars for this horse. He say 
lots of folks have a million dollars 
but only one man could have Man 
o’War’”’. 
AN ENGLISH-BRED 

England had an_ Inter-national 
aspect to its classic St. Leger. The 
winning horse, Sayajirao, was bred 
in England by Sir Eric Ohlson; he 
is by the Italian sire (formerly,) 
Nearco: out of the Frenchbred mare, 
Rosy Legend; is owned by an In- 
dian prince, the Maharajah of Bar- 
oda; and was ridden by the Austra- 
lian jockey, E. Britt, Sir Eric’s fath- 
er was a Swede, by the way. 


GRAND NATIONALS 

In the last running of the Grand 
National Steeplechase at Belmont 
Park, the *Blenheim II 6-year-old, 
Adaptable, had the speed and “‘lick”’ 
to spot War Battle 3 lengths be- 
tween the last fence and the finish 
and still come on and win.

The would-be seller was not try- 
ing to mis-represent the mare, He 
was merely repeating what he had 
been told at the time he purchased 
her. His failure to check up result- 
ed in his paying $10,000, a rather 
expensive piece of negligence. 

Unfortunately this story is by no 
means exceptional. Particularly in 
these times, when many new people 
are entering the breeding industry, 
the green horns are buying all sorts 
of animals because they have been 
told that the famous trainer Mr. X. 
gid Bucephalus was the fastest 
horse he ever trained (he didn’t), 
that the mare was a stakes winner 
(she never even started in a stakes) 
or that she has been a great pro- 
ducer (10 foals, only two of which 
could win and then only at the half- 


nilers). 

This gullibility is not just the re- 
suit of laziness. Even more it is the 
result of ignorance—ignorance of 
how to find out about the record of 
a prospective purchase. Anyone who 
can read and who has access to a 
turf library can get out the neces- 
ary information in half an hour. If 
you live in a community of Thor- 
oughbred breeders where there is 
no such library, by all means get 
together with your neighbors and 
your book dealer and assemble one. 
The cost, divided between severai 
horsemen, will be one of the cheap- 
et investments they ever made. 

Suppose you are offered as a 
broodmare prospect a mare that has 
just come off the track. The first 
step is to look up her breeding and 
the year in which she was foaled. 
The American Stud Book, published 
by the Jockey Club, 250 Park 
Avenue, New York, is the place to 
go. The most recent volume, pub- 
lished in 1944, includes horses foal- 
ed through the year 1941. Your 
mare will probably be listed in it» If 
she is too young try the seller for 
her correct name, year of foaling and 
sire and dam. You can then get the 
breeding by looking up her parents 
inthe Stud Book. If he can not sup- 
ply it a letter to the Jockey Club 
with the mare’s name will get the 
desired results. 

The next step is to look up the 
mare’s racing record. You can get 
aquick summary of this, if she won 
any money, by looking at Thorough- 
bred Sires and Dams, published by 
The Blood Horse, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky. All horses placed since 1935 
in this series under 


their dams together with the amount 
of their earnings. If they were stak- 
es winners, their names are print- 
ed in bold faced type. 

If they were winners, turn to the 
back of the book where the horses 
are arranged under their sires and 
you will find the distance, class and 
the amount of each race won. 

A somewhat better picture can be 
obtained from the Racing Manuel, 
published annually by the Triangle 
Publications, New York, which lists 
for each horse in the money the 
number of starts, firsts, seconds, 
thirds, times unplaced and __ total 
earnings. It also gives a separate 
table for horses unplaced through- 
out the year. Start with the Manuel 
for the year in which your mare was 
a two-year-old and work down 
through succeeding years for as 
long as she raced. 

If the mare never won at all, you 
may not want her under any cir- 
cumstances and your search can be 
ended at this point. If you are still 
interested, however, turn to the 
monthly Chart Books, published by 
the Triangle Press (which also pub- 
lishes the Daily Racing Form) in 
New York. The latest volume of this 
series came off the press only about 
a month after the races are run. The 
series contains a chart, accompanied 
by a number for reference purposes, 
of every race run on the North 
American turf. 

Turn to the December volume of 
the year in which she was a two- 
year-old. In it you will find an index 
of all the races in which she ran 
during that year. These races are in- 
dicated by a number. The _ stakes 
races are in italics, the others in or- 
dinary type. Races which she won 
are indicated by brackets around 
the numbers; races in which she was 
second or third by a small 2 or 3 
following the number. From this 
index you can quickly determine the 
number of races in which she was 
first, second, third and unplaced in 
that year. 

The final step is to turn. to the 
charts themselves. By consulting 
them for this, and for the subsequent 
years in which she raced, you can 
determine what you really want to 
know about the racing record of 
your mare. Beside the number of 
races in which she was in the money 
or was unplaced, you want to know 
the class of the company in which 
she ran. The ascending scale of class, 
as far as the race track is concern- 
ed, is made up of races for maidens, 
non-winners of two races, allowance 
races, graded handicaps and stakes 
races. These are the rungs of 
the ladder up which a successful race 
horse climbs until she (or he) reach- 
es the major stakes at the top. For 
the more lowly beasts we have claim- 
ing races in which the owner does 
his Own handicapping, entering his 
horse in races of one claiming price 
or another according to his estimate 
of the horse’s value which, in turn, 
depends upon its speed. From the 
charts you will be able to find out 
whether your mare was just a use- 
ful sort, a mare of good class, no 
good at all, or a real smasher.

There are other things you want 
to know which are to be found in 
the chart books. If she beat other 
horses that also won top races, that 
will be an additional indication of 
class. Sometimes a filly will race 
only a few times because of an ac- 
cident. If she beat other horses that 
later turned out to be stakes win- 
ners, that will show that she was 
really a high class filly, even 
though she never won anything but 
maiden and allowance races. 

The amount of money won is, of 
course, an indication of class. Re- 
member, however, that the size of 
purses fluctuates with the general 
prosperity of the country. In the 
past four years the amount of purs- 
es has risen tremendously. They 
were high in the middle twenties, 
low in the thirties. Winnings of 
$25,000 today mean no more than 
$10,000 ten years ago. 

Soundness is another matter 
which is important. You can tell 
something by eye, of course. On the 
other hand, conformation is some- 
times deceiving. Many a horse with 
straight pasterns has campaigned 
for several seasons, while his more 
ideally formed stall mate has broken 
down early. Performance is the true 
test of racing soundness and the 
Chart Books are what tell the story. 
If your mare raced regularly from 
her first to her last start, she is un- 
questionably sound. 

You want to know whether your 
mare could go a distance. If she 
never won at more than six furlongs, 
you are dealing with a sprinter. If 
she could get a mile and cross the 
wire first, you have a middle dis- 
tance performer. If she could go a 
mile and a quarter or better you can 
put her down as a stayer, as far as 
the American turf is concerned. 

Another thing to be considered is 
the matter of maturity. Most owners 
and trainers want to get their money 


-ack in a hurry. Consequently, in 


buying yearlings, they look for 
quick maturing strains. Therefore 
you must examine the charts to see 
whether your mare was a good win- 
ner at two and three or whether she 
had to wait until she was four or 
five before she could poke her nose 
in front at the finish. 

Did your mare have speed? Not 
all the track records, by any means, 
are made in the big stakes races. As 
a matter of fact many of them are 
made in claiming races. Even though 
the old gal didn’t win the Selima, if 
she won a moderate race in first 
class time she can still be a first 
class mare as far as her racing re- 
cord is concerned. 

For the convenience of those who 
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have difficulty in keeping time 
standards in their heads, we append 
the following table of the North 
American records (as of Sept. 15, 
1947) at distances from a quarter 
to two miles. Compare the times 
made by your mare with these figur- 
es and you will get an idea of her 
speed. 
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Don’t throw her out if she didn’t 

go quite as fast as this, however. If 
she could go three quarters in 1:11 
or a mile in 1:37 she’ll do. 
. YOu also want to know whether 
your mare had early speed and, if 
she could go a distance, whether she 
had enough in reserve to sprint at 
the finish. The charts give the frac- 
tional times in which the different 
quarters of each race were won— 
times at the quarter pole, half, 
three quarter etc. The above ques 
tions can easily be answered by con- 
sulting the fractional times. 

Finally there is the condition of 
the track to be considered. Was it 
muddy, sloppy, heavy, slow, good, 
or fast. The time must be consider- 
ed in relation to track conditions 
and the charts will give you the in- 
formation. If your mare won only 
when the track was muddy or sloppy 
that will indicate that she was what 
is known as a mudder, that she could 
beat good horses only under abnor- 
mal conditions. 

So you see there’s a lot to be 
learned from the Chart Books. This 
sort of information is absolutely es- 
sential if you are to purchase breed- 
ing stock intelligently. Most of it 
does not appear in the catalogues of 
auction sales. The companies pro- 
moting these sales have to strike a 
happy medium between what the 
buyers want to know and what the 
sellers want to disclose. Consequent- 
ly they don’t want to say too much. 

Most people who go to bloodstock 
sales get the catalogues a week or 
so ahead of time and read them 
through, marking the lots which in- 
terest them. Yet how many of these 
also go to the Chart Books in order 
to find out the whole story? And 
still they are prepared to pay and 
do pay large amounts for the year- 
lings, broodmares etc., which are 
sold. 

After the racing record has been 
established there is the pedigree to 
be looked up. How to do so will ap- 
pear in a later issue.

Steeplechasing Returns To Laurel 





Miss Dolly von Stade’s d’Artagnan Captures 
The Inception Purse Over 9 Three-Year-Olds 
As McKinney Trained Entry Falls

Steeplechasing returned to this 
area Oct. 15, the day after the in- 
field sport shut down on the New 
York tracks, and the 13,000 or so 
fans were treated to a spectacular 
affair when Dolly F. von Stade’s 
D’Artagnan, under a crackerjack 
ride by Danny Marzani, came on to 
win the Inception Purse by 20 
lengths after the favored entry of 
Drift and Hemlock became croppers 
at the 13th and last hedge. 

As is the usual custom at this 
course, jumping races are never 
scheduled in the condition book by 
Steeplechase Secretary Gil Haus un- 
til the final day of the United Hunts 
session at Belmont Park. Starting 
today there will be a cross-country 
‘chase daily until the final day of 
the meeting—October 29. Following 
that day, the jumping brigade moves 
on to Pimlico for several lush stak- 
es and overnight affairs. 

Nine three-year-olds and upward 
which had not won a race over brusn 
faced Starter Eddie Blind in the 
Inception. Rigan McKinney, a dir- 
ector of the Maryland State Fair, 
Ine., the host organization, saddled 
both Drift and Hemlock, the pro- 
perty of Mrs. Corliss Sullivan and 
he declared to win with the former. 

Drift, with C. H. Williams in the 
irons, went right to the lead with 
Hemlock, under strong restraint by 
FE. A. Russell, moving right along 
his flank for a turn of the field. 
Taecaro Sunted, owned by Steve 
Clark, Jr., and trained by Jack Skin- 
ner, was in the third spot with 
D’Artagnan well unin the first 
flixsht. The others were never fac- 
tors after the first half mile. 

Midway down the hackstretch the 
last time, Drift was a slight leader 
over his running mate but Marzani 
had p’Artagnan going strongly on 
the outside and the three raced head 
and head arovnd the upner turn and 
into the stretch. Avnroaching the 
last brush. D’Artagnan apneared to 
pull away to a very slight advantage 
over the entrv. 

But here the crowd received its 
biggest thrill and in more than one 
instance. its bhiggest disannoint- 
ment. Hemlock, hetween D’Artagnan 
and MTrift, fell at the 12th hedge 
and Drift lost Williams. There were 
no other contenders near so D’Artac- 
ran priled awav to he the easiest 
kind of a winner. Tacaro Sunted, 
4th dvring the final mile. was just 
as easily 2nd over Bob Chanman’s 
Rail Me Ont hv some 40 lengths. 
Rail Me Ont. in turn. was 2 lengths 
clecr of Thomas MeKelvey’s Red 
Pride. All 4 finishers were strung 
out in Indian file at the end. 

Cona-2-Nondle-Do was the 1st 
horce to hecome a cronner. He fell 
at the 7th brvsh, Avis Rois went 
dewn at the 9th and niftv Whizz, 
whieh jinmned hadlv all the way, 
holted at the 19th and was eased up. 
Then e2me the disastrous hlow to 
the “chalk” nlavers when the entry 
hit the tyrf with a little more than 
a sivteenth of a mile left. 

All of the jiockevs excent Wil- 
liams wolked away nnder their own 
nower. The latter was taken to the 
track hosvnital where it was report 
ed he was merely shaken up and 
slichtlv brvised. 

D’Artaenan. trained bv the form 
er inmnving rider of note. Dolly 
Rvers, was timed in 2:56 1-5 for the 
ahont two miles and he returned 
8.60 on the win side. His owner is 
the danchter of F. Skiddv Von 
Stade. nresident of the National 
Steenlechase and Hunt Association.

The combination of the Welsh 
jockey, Tommy Field, and the clever 
Middleburg steeplechase condition- 
er, Jack Skinner, who had things 
pretty much their own way at Del- 
aware Park this summer to be the 
leaders in the infield sport, waltzed 
off with top honors in the cross- 
country race at Laurel on Oct. 16. 

The event, fashioned for infield 
claimers of the $5,000-$4,000 varie- 
ty, drew but 5 starters and Mrs. 
Skinner’s Fifty-Fifty, perfectly rat- 
ed by Field, hit the payoff marker 
4 lengths clear of Mrs. John Stur- 
geon III’s Silver Run. 

The grey gelding was 12 lengths 
better than Henry §. Horkheimer’s 
Gala Reigh, the favorite. Fourth 
money fell to Mrs. Vera Bragg’s 
Parader, 30 lengths to the rear of 
Gala Reigh and 2 1-2 lengths ahead 
of Mrs. William D. Thomas’ Firebet, 
the trailer at all times. 

For the first mile of the ‘about 
2 miles” run over 13 jumps, Silver 
Run looked like “money from 
home’”’. He was going along easily 
under Danny Marzani with Gala 
Reigh, Parader and Fifty-Fifty fol- 
lowing in that order for a turn of 
the field. 


Midway down the backstretch the 
last time, Field gave Fifty-Fifty his 
head and the §8-year-old dark chest- 
nut gelded son of Mud—Gold Bloc 
moved past Gala Reigh and slowly 
Picked up ground on Silver Run 
Just before reaching the last hedge 
Fifty-Fifty moved to the lead with 
ease and was going very handily at 
the end. 


His win payoff was $5.20 as a 
close second choice. The timer caught 
him in 3.57 2-5, seven seconds of 
the track mark held by Ahmisk.

In a finish that had even non- 
jumping enthusiasts limp, Jockey 
Tommy Field hustled Mrs. Stephen 
C. Clark, Jr.’s Trough Hill, the fav- 
orite. home a head in front of Rob- 
ert W. Grant’s Sun Bath in the fifth 
running of the $10,000 Butler Stee- 
plechase Handicap Oct. 17 _ before 
11,000 thrilled spectators. 

Allier, from the stable of Mrs. 
Corliss Sullivan, was third, two and 
a half lengths back of Sun Bath, 
and Kent Miller’s Elkridge,  top- 
weighted under the staggering bur- 
den of 161 pounds, was fourth and 
last in the five-horse Butler field. 
He was 50 lengths to the rear of 
Allier. ‘ 

Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Chesa- 
peake, who ran in the caboose posi- 
tion all the way, went slightly lame 
avproaching the last jump and fell. 
His jockey, Danny Marzani, was un- 
injured. 

The score, which meant $8,320 to 
Mrs. Clark, Jr., sent Trough Hill’s 
earnings for the season to $22,105. 
The official timer caught him goings 
the “about two ‘miles’ on the fast 
turf in 3.52, a new record for the 
stake. The old mark of 3.54 was set 
hv Great Flare in 1945. The time, 
however, was one and three-fifths 
seconds off Ahmisk’s track record. 

Immediately after the triumph. 
Mrs. Clark received a handsome 
trophy from §S. Bryce Wing.  vice- 
president of the Maryland State 
Fair, Inc., the host organization. 

Trough Hill’s victory meant an- 
other score for the apparently un- 
beaten combination of the Welsh- 
born Field and the extremely con- 
sistent, dapper jumping trainer from 
Middleburg, WVa.— Jack Skinner. 
They won yesterday’s claiming affair 
to make it two triumphs for each 
out of three cross-country races 
staged at the meeting. 

When the break came, Elkridge 
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and Sun Bath went out to set a rapid 
pace. The two raced head and head 
for the turn of the field with Trough 
Hill 3rd, Allier 4th, and Chesa- 
peake a distant trailer. 

The positions remain stagnant un- 
til the 9th fence where Elkridge, ob- 
viously tiring under his heavy pack- 
age of leads, made a bad landing. 
This was all Sun Bath needed and 
he was immediately sent into a clear 
three-lengths lead by Emmett Rob- 
erts, the noted infield jockey who 
has retired on more than one occas- 
ion and is now a jockey-trainer. Elk- 
ridge continued to fade and almost 
tossed Robert Miller at the 10th 
hedge. 

Meanwhile, Trough Hill moved 
to Sun Bath easily and the two were 
neck and neck around the final 
bend. Trough Hill had the most left 
in the drive and he was a head on 
the front end as the two moved 
swiftly over the 13th and last ob- 
stacle. Allier, meanwhile, also came 
on strong from fourth position and 
he was only a length off the leaders 
at the final hedge. 

Allier hung badly in the drive on 
the flat as Trough Hill turned back 
another challenge by Sun Bath in 
the final 100 yards to eke out his 
head triumph. Elkridge stopped al- 
most to a walk in the concluding half 
mile.

In the same manner that a run- 
away car gathers speed, the Skinner- 
Field combination is roaring toward 
some sort of record on the Maryland- 
Delaware jumping circuit. 

At Delaware Park last summer, 
trainer Jack and Jockey Tommy fin- 
ished far out on the front end amonz 
the steeplechasing brigade and a re- 
nitition of that feat appears to be 
in ‘he offing here. 

October 18’s infield affair was 
the Broadside King Steeplechase and 
it was the 4th hedge-hopping race 
put on by Secretary Gil Haus. Roke- 
by Stable’s Genancoke merely jog- 
ged home to win by 40 lengths, giv- 
ing both Trainer Skinner and Jockey 
Field their 3rd success out of the 
quartet of events staged. 

Only 5 horses answered the bugle 
call in the Broadside King and 4 
had their numbers flashed on the 
infield board. Mrs. Fred S. Ham- 
mer, Jr.’s Merchantman broke down 
while leading the field rounding the 
upper turn the first turn and was 
pulled up by Bernard Ansteatt. 

Field had Genancoke in 4th place 
for almost a turn of the course as 
Cosey and Battle Cruiser closely at- 
tended the early pace of Merchant- 
man. The Welshman began to cali 
on Genancoke for sneed just before 
Merchantman’s accident and _ the 
grey gelded son of *Gino and *Mak- 
ista soon passed Cosey and Battle 
Cruiser to be 2nd going over the 
6th fence. 

When Merchantman was eased up, 
Genancoke took the lead and drew 
out the rest of the way. Battle Crui- 
ser, running in the famed pink and 
lavender silks of Kent Miller, was 
2nd by 3 lengths over Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark’s Cosey while Mrs. Wil- 
liam Thomas’ Invulnerable was 4th 
and last, some 50 panels to the rear 
of Battle Cruiser. 

There were no casualties in the 
race although Cosey bobbled very 
badly at the 11th hedge. 

Genancoke’s victory was a fine 
tuneup for next Thursday’s $10,000 
Governor Ogle Steenlechase at 2 
miles and the $15,000 2 1-2 mile 
Chevy Chase Steeplechase to be run 
on the final day of the meeting. 
October 29. 

Weights for the Governor Ogle 
were released immediately after the 
Broadside King running and Gen- 
ancoke will have to pick up. 141 
pounds as compared to the topweight 
of 164 assigned War Battle.. 

Genancoke, a_ strong favorite 
through the entire betting, return- 
ed a mere $3.00 and was timed in 
3.57 2-5 for the “about 2 miles’’.

committee, who gathered with much 
publicity, and met with the strik. 
ers, and some few horsemen. There 
is a dispute as to whether these lat- 
ter really said they could talk for 
the rest of their kind, but no ma- 
ter. A compromise was arrived ai. 
a cheerful publicity release was 
sent out by the mayor’s committe. 
and His Honor was ready once more 
to be the saviour of industrial peace 
etc. But the next day the horsemen 
said the Hell with that. They didn't 
want any part of it. 

That was criminally stupid, bu 
they had no competent advice and 
still didn’t know what they were 
doing. Anyway, the mayor naturally 
turned white with rage and set 
about finding means of breaking 
the strike, naturally in favor of the 
strikers who had agreed with any 
thing and everything, having found 
themselves the slightly dazed grip 
pers of the bear by the tail. 

That meant’ closing Jamaica, 
Myriads of building inspectors des- 
cended on the plant looking for \io- 
lations,” but there were none, for 
the late La Guardia had tried that 
stunt some years ago. Finally some 
body found the Cartage License bus 
iness which would stop the private 
vans. The mayor’s police summoned 
the drivers and that was it. The 
track closed. They asked for per 
mission to switch to Belmont, where 
no vanning—or, anyway, very li 
tle—was needed. But there was 00 
chance of that. Governors, mayors 
and all sorts and sizes of politicians 
paled at- the thought of contribut- 
ing to a strike breaking operation. 

There remained, then, face sav 
ing. This was accomplished by 3 
signature of some horsemen and the 
graceful agreement of the unio 
heads to call off the pickets and 20 
after the rest individually. Thos? 
are the facts of the New York 
strike, set down as such and with 
an earnest effort to he purely fac 
tual. 

They indicate the worst blame 
lies with the advice given, and tak 
en, by the horsemen. They also = 
dicate racing’s greatest point of 
vulnerability, it’s close relation . 
politics. Perhaps most important 0 
all, they indicate that 10 “ey 
strike is needed to gain a poll 
once a professional union is on the 
job and can force allied members 
to observe picket lines.

For the eighty-eighth time the 
Rose Tree Hunt Club held their fall 
race meeting. The sun came out just 
pefore the first race and the crowd 
of 10,000 saw fine racing and beau- 
tiful autumnal coloring from the 
top of the hill. : 

The fact that only four started in 
the feature race, the Rose Tree 
Hunter Challenge Cup, didn’t keep 
it from being the best race so far 
this season. The favourite was Lat- 
robe Roosevelt Jr.’s veteran Miltia~ 
des with Mr. J. C. Arthur again in 
the saddle. He had won The Penn- 
sylvania Hunt Cup at Whitemarsh 
last week and has always gone well 
over this course. Opposing him be- 
hind Starter George Palmer’s red 
flag were Miss Evelyn Thompson’s 
Ecnec with Mr. P. Vipond in the 
irons, Bliss Flaccus’ Maker of Time 
trained by W. B. Cocks and ridden 
py Mr. M. Smithwick, a winning 
combination at Pittsburgh, and Gal- 
amt Fight owned by Mrs. John Gra- 


ham and ridden by Mr. Austin 
Brown. 
Off together Miltiades took a 


length lead over the first fence with 
Gallant Fight next and Ecnec third, 
Maker of Time was being held off 
the pace and trailed. This order 
prevailed until the fourth fence and 
then Mr. Brown took Gallant to the 
front with Ecnec half a length back 
and Miltiades third. Maker of Time 
was jumping badly and still being 
rated behind the others. The pace 
was slow for the first two turns and 
the order didn’t change. Going down 
the hill past the judge’s stand the 
3rd time all were running hard and 
it was a sight to see all four ap- 
proach the next fence together. Mr. 
Smithwich had Maker of Time run- 
ning the fastest now and he got to 
the front after the fence. He seem- 
ed to jump better when he was go- 
ing on. Miltiades was in closest pur- 
suit, Eenee seemed to be tired and 
Gallant Fight didn’t have enough 
foot. Up the hill to the last fence 
“Old Milt’? was catching the leader 
and at the last fence he was just a 
length from him. In the run to the 
wire Miltiades was slowly drawing 
up to Maker of Time and they went 
across just a neck apart with Mii- 
tiades just falling short of another 
victory.

How Not To Judge At Horse Shows 





Series of Don’ts To Aid Judges In 
Becoming Competent, Unprejudiced And 
Unbiased Recorders of Actual Performances

We were taught in school that 
two negatives always make an af- 
firmative, so perhaps from a series 
of ‘“‘don’ts we may arrive at a posi- 
tive code for horse show judges. 

First of all, one must not accept 
to pass upon any classification un- 
less he is fully satisfied in his own 
true conscience that he is capable, 
from long observation, and prefer- 
ably from experience as well. He 
must not neglect to know accurately 
the general requirements, nor to 
check the particular ones in each 
class. There are senior judges now 
scoring open classes who do not 
know the value of various faults, 
who have never owned, let alone 
read an Official Rule Book, and 
who make no effort to improve their 
lore. Open classes, whether one lik- 
es them or not, are a necessary evil 
to shows; a great deal of money is 
often at stake, competition and 
feeling are intense, and exhibitors 
should not be victims of judges who 
do not know the difference between 
a front and a hind tick, nor the 
similarity between a runout and a 
refusal. Eyes and ears should noi 
be considered infallible as radar; a 
good judge in open classes should 
run, not walk, from fence to fence, 
unless he and the committee can in- 
duce trustworthy aides to check the 
distant ores. 

Although the next “don’t’’ seems 
self-obvious, it is too often disre- 
garded; don’t pin horses, in any but 
open classes, without jogging them 
away and back, for a fair distance, 
and don’t stop looking at them after 
two steps, as is often done. If a 
judge is in any doubt as to the 
soundness of an animal, he should 
not hesitate to call the vet; he 
should not be so tender of the feel- 
ings of one exhibitor as to deprive 
all the others of their rights. 

It should never be forgotten, when 
judging children’s classes, that 
mouth, manners and safety are the 
primary requisites; beauty and bril- 
liance are not the sine qua non, al- 
though of course if they follow they 
are desirable. The child on the 
blood piece running through the 
bridle and diving at its obstacles is 
in danger, and unsuitably mounted, 





in contrast to the one on the shaggy, 
faithful thing in the snaffle, that 
pops its fences and can be stopped 
between them. 


The second main taboo is_ that 
judges should not go to evening 
parties during shows’ unless sur- 


rounded by a group of completely 
disinterested, utterly charming peo- 
ple. The number of blue ribbons 
won in the immortalized smoke-fill- 
ed rooms around America would fill 
a barn. The attack is always an in- 
filtration, never frontal, so harder 
to resist; yet would prove complete- 
ly tenuous if investigated. The man 
with the badge is to be pitied; he 
has a trying, tedious day, and de- 
serves some fun and relaxation. But 
his host should see that he is not 
subjected, when vitality is at its 
lowest, to the jungle-fighting tactics 
that are in order. 

Lastly, and most important, is 
that a judge must have no memory, 
he must not remember ever seeing 
a horse before, even though but an 


hour has passed. There has long 
been an epidemic of past perfor 
mance, last show, what so-and-so 


did, going the rounds to the com 
plete defeat of the horse now in the 
ring. Again, and from first hand 
experience, senior judges have beei 
heard to turn a horse down, or be 
prejudiced toward him, because o! 
what some one else thought, or did, 
at another show. If a horse stands 
on his tread three times in a “ow 
and then comes in and goes clean, 
he has a perfect performance. If a 
child puts up a bad ride in a horse- 
manship class at ten-thirty, is given 
a few words of advice and rides the 
best at eleven o’clock, he is the 
winner. If the judge has seen 4 
horse hunt the home country for 
three years first flight, and then 
has a bad performance to score, that 
horse is out. The question is, al- 
ways and only, how does the animal 
perform now, under this particular 
set of conditions. One must not be- 
lieve that to alter placings is a re- 
versal of form, for there should noi 
be any such factor; every class is a 
brand new shining deal, and every 
horse the man from Mars. 

So, drawing all the don’ts togeth- 
er to make at least one do—be a 
good judge by being competent, un- 
prejudiced and unbiased.

Fox Coverts Disappear Under 
Exigencies of Socialist Gov’t. 
Which Calls For Plowing

One hears with concern of more 
fox-coverts being ploughed up. Re- 
cently I saw pictures in the local 
press of nine acres of whin near 
Sockburn being demolished, and re- 
called gallops from there in the 
merry past. It is so easy to dash into 
figures and work out how many 
sacks of wheat can be grown on 9 
acres of land and how many people 
can be fed with so many meals from 
those sacks, that the ground is tak- 
en from under our feet. There is, 
however, so much waste ground in 
mural England, so much good land 
going back to heather and bracken, 
that one wonders if some of the 
destroyed fox-coverts could not have 
been spared. 

It is true that it is not nearly so 
spectacular to reclaim moorland as 
to uproot a fox preserve. The latter 
too, is so in keeping with the Social- 
istic creed of losing no opportunity 
of attacking the traditions and sport 
of those they call ‘‘the idle rich’. 
Undoubtedly the demolition of so 
many fox coverts is a blow at the 
yery vitals of hunting. It throws, as 
it were, two or three homeless vul- 
pine families on to the streets. With- 
out the privacy and security of the 
thick, warm, protective whins, they 
become homeless wanderers, much 
more likely to be a nuisance, and 
much more in danger of traps, snar- 
es, and the gangrene-breeding pellets 
from the guns of those who shoot 
at every rare bird or animal they 
see. * 

Certain coverts in every country 
have time out of count been sacred 
to fox, and therefore certain ‘‘finds’’. 
Even some of these have gone in re- 
cent times, and now hounds have to 
try for “‘outliers’’ in hedgerows and 
amongst rough grass in neglected 
corners of fields. 


Great Horsemen 

Major W. Skrine, who was in the 
Commandos and was wounded in 
Sicily, has not allowed an operation 
shortening one of his legs to stop him 
tiding winners. He won at Chelten- 
ham the other day on Brown Bread, 
and prior to this had‘ one or’ two 
successes On Post Horn. He was told 
he would never ride again, but like 
several other soldier sportsmen who 
were wounded and were informed 
that their race-riding was at an end, 
he has beaten the medicos. Many of 
us remember that good sportsman 
Col. Foljambe (now Lord _Liver- 
pool), riding in steeplechases after 
he had had half a leg amputated 
owing to an accident at Southwell 
in 1922. Another nasty fall when 
“going round” at Wetherby in 1925 
compelled him to give up riding in 
public, but not riding to hounds.
